The Rescue of Another Crew in Search of the Jean- 
nette. 

Lonpoy, August 21.—The steamer Hope, 
which left here in June last, . in 
search of the crew of the steamer Eira, has 
arrived at Peterbead with the entire crew of 
that vessel. The Hope picked them up in 
Matotoschkin straits, Nova Zembla, on the 
sd of August, they having lost their ship off 
Franz Josef Land and journeyedin boats in the 
straits through the ice. sigh Smith, 
of the Eira expedition, gives 
the following account of its 
experiences: “On July 15, 1881, we steamed 
through packed ice, and ten days later sighted 
Franz Josef Land. Onthe 16th, we started 
east to look forthe Jeannette, but were unable 
to pass Berent’s Hook. On August 2, the 
Kira rot nipped bepweern the land toe and 
pack 1ce a mile east of Cape 
Flora, and sank before we were 
able to save many stores. We builta hut on 
Cape Fiora of turf and stones and covered it 
with sails. We wintered there, and during 
the whole time no sigas of seurvy appeared. 
Twenty-nine walrus and thirty-six bears were 
killed and eaten. We lett Cape Flora on 
June 21, 1882. in four boats, sailed eighty 
miles without seeing any ice, and reachec 
Nova Zembla on August 2nd.

PAVED WITH GOLD. 


THE ACTUAL CONDITION OF DAH- 
LONEGA STREETS. 


Solid Twelve Pennyweight Nuggets Pick d Up Aftera 
Rain—A Publie Gola Mise, Where Boys Dig 
Out Dheir Change—Gold in Graves— 

Gold Saving—from the Mince. 


From tne Dahlonega, Ga., Mountain Signal. 

“The gold of that land is good,.’’ So wrote 
Moses in describing the land of Havilah at the 
beginning of the world’s history, and it is no 
less true after a lapse of 6,000 years time, and 
of the delving for the precious metals in this 
favored region of God's creation. Before the 
acquisition of this portion of Georgia from 
the Cherokee Indiansit was known that gold 
existed in large quantities in the gulches and 
streams of the foot hills of the Blue Ridge. 
and the white man with that capacity that 
has ever characterized his search for the pre- 


cious metals come over the line to dig for it, ° 


contrary to law, and those are now known as 
the days of the intrusion. Gold was first found 
within a few miles of Dahlonega, and this 
place, then as now, was the center of 
trade for the miners after the United States 
had bought it from the aborigines. The im- 
mediate site of Dahlonega was chosen more 
by accident than chyice, a8 was many of the 
other county towns of this state, and it has 
since been determined beyond a doubt that 
the site was laid upon what is now known to 
be one of the richest gold mines in the coun- 
ty, and were it not to-day the center of life 
and business for all the mines around it, 
would be the scene of busy hands and stamps 
crushing the gold out of the bonanza beneath 
us. That each business house upon the pub- 
lic square stands Upon a mine rich enouga, if 
the gold was all extracted, to builda fire-proof 
brick building upon the premises, is familiar 
to-all who are acquainted with the grounds. 
The stranger, when he arrives here and is told 
he is walking on 

STREETS OF GOLD 
may well believe the fact after a very little 
investigation. The celebrated Pigeon Roost 
belt passes directly under the town, the 
northern wall of it being near the top of the 
hill on the northwest side of the court house 
square and passing On through cross the hill 
under Prvotessor Singieton’s residence, and on 
in trontof Mr. Frank Stow’s. The southern 
division of it passes under the stores of F. W. 
Hall. A. G. Wimpy and Witt Bros. That pe- 
culiar formation brick bat and seit slate 
which accompanies tnis belt crops out in 
many places, the public square is almost a 
solid .mass of brick bats interspersed = at 
short intervals with smuail go'd bearing 
veins that cometo the surtace all over the 
square and from which gold i3 often panned 
in fair paying quantities, and on the south 
side of the square is a vein thatis known to 
pan,but it has never been looked into closely.

ean be panned. Often after a rain, the little 
boys (embryo miners) and sornetimes bearded 
ones may be seen gathering up the sand and 
gravel in the streets, and panning in the pools 
of rain water, as industrious as beavers. And 
the little fellows often get a good stock of 
pocket change from the city’s gold mine 
which is indeed to the boys a never failing 
bank. In frontof Mr. A. G. Wimpy’s: resi- 
dence on Singleton street, just in the = side- 
walk, a vein was found two years ago, that by 
a Working assay, ran from $00 to $85 per ton, 
and Captain W. J. Worley found a vein in 
the orcuard on the present premises of Colo- 
nel G. W. White that panned “surprisingly.” 
But perhaps the richest vein yet known 
within tie village limits, is the one in the lot 
below the Signal ofticeon Warwick street.from 
wihich rocks are often picked up, on which 
the gold can be seen shining in many places. 
Indications point to this as the vein that has 
furnished the lumps of pure gold that have 
been found in the gulch below at different 
times. And just in the hollow beside this 
vein is a placer deposit which, if it could be 
worked, would pay several dollars per day to 
the man. in the village cemetery, on the 
same belt, westward from town, are 
several rich little veins that show gold freely, 
and oiten when digging graves specimens ot

Chief Justice Jackseu’s Speech on Senator Hill at the 
Capitel Mecting. 

Mr. CuarrmaN—The wreath of beautiful immor- 
telles which encircies the brow of the illustrious 
dead was woven of flowers culled not more from 
the broad fields of political adventure and civic 
glory than from the narrower gardens of l. gal love 
and forensic renown. It is sweet, therefore, that, 
in response to the invitation of the committee of 
arrangements, as Georgia’s head ef the admfuistra- 
tion of her laws, | add a few words to what has 
been said in honor of his memory. 

Less than twelve mouths ago the s_ate was draped 
in weeds of mourning and with the circle of the 
entire sisterhood she bowed her head in sorrow 
and wept over the fresh grave of the chicf magis- 
trate of the union. The rude and ruthless ‘‘man- 
ner of Lis taking olf,”’ the protracted, weary and sad 
footsteps of the great sufferer through .the dark 
‘‘valley of the shadow of deathb,'’ the patient he- 
roism with which he endured the anguish, 
and the painful suspense with which. the 
people breathlessly watched, the  event—all 
struck the chords of the American 
heart with almost unutterable sympathy, and its 
sQpbing vibrations made a spontaneous and ladig 
naut Wall throughout the land. It was fit, sir, that 
Georgia officially take place in that funeral, 
and she did so from her heart. In ‘this chamber 
her legisiative, executive and judicial departments 
oi government—the mayor aud council of this her 
capital city, and her citizens generally, assembled, 
and Georgia's voice was heard in the general la-
